Reasons For Allowance 

1. Claims 1-7 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
arguments set forth in the appeal brief have been considered in view of appeal conference dated 
2/1/11, and subsequent to an updated search of relevant prior art, are persuasive. Therefore, this 
application is therefor allowed for reasons deemed to be of record. . In particular, the prior art 
of record fails to show the anti-reflective interpoly layer having an index of refraction n and a 
thickness d and being configured for use with a light having a wavelength X\, such that d is an 
odd numbered multiple of approximately X\/4n.
